Commissioned  Officers  of  Volunteers  received  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States  for  two  and  three  years  or  for  the  period  of  the  war, 
will  be  entitled  to  receive  one  day’s  pay  and  subsistence  for  every 
twenty  miles  travel  from  the  place  of  enrolment  to  the  place  of  muster 
into  service  of  the  United  States,  and  from  the  place  of  discharge  to 
the  place  of  enrolment ; — the  distance  to  be  estimated  by  the  most 
direct  mail  route.
